Claims 24 and 25 are allowable over the references of record because none of 
these references disclose or can be combined to yield the claimed invention such as a 
method of fabricating an electroluminescent device including the step of satisfying a 
condition (i), wherein condition (i) requires that at least a part of the region has an 
acceptor impurity volume concentration comparable with the solid solubility limit of the 
acceptor impurity in silicon and wherein at least one of the conditions (ii)-(v) are 
satisfied.
